Philadelphia Items.

Hill, Ohio. 

While engaged in a leisure 
conversation with Eld. H. G. 
Cilery, of Covington, Ohio, the 
following information opon the 
history of the Pleasant Hill Con- 
gregation was obtained. 

The^chief (figure ot the or- 
ganization was Eld. John Cad- 
walader. ;He migrated from 
Tennessee or Kentucky to that 
part of Ohio, lie was uneducat- 
ed, as a minister, in the elements 
that constitute a college course, 
or even in good common school 
advantages, but he was thorough- 
ly Biblical. The Bible was his 
all. He commenced to preach 
and his discourses were made up 
of gospel truth. This being 
presented in the natural elo- 
quence which he was endowed 
with, made bis preaching very 
acceptable. Men were convert- 
ed, and the old routine of ques- 
tions, in the water, before bap- 
tism, was rejected. His success 
provoked jealous feeling, and 
after a time, he was called to ac- 
count. Peter Need, then the 
power of the valley, came to the 
council with the minutes in his 
pocket, and Oadwalader oame 
ith hie gospel in his hand. 
Proceedings were opened, and 
Kead plead the minutes, while 
Cadwalader held up the gospel. 
After a long discussion, Nead 
exclaimed, 'He still sticks to the 
book.'
